Another election is over. There is 
time for reflection and consideration. 
The strength of our country lies in its 
ability toconductapeaceful revolution 
every two years, and to legally 
overthrow our “king” every four years. 

The process, called representative 
democracy, also has its drawbacks as 
our various representatives work with 
and against each other during the 
intervals to gather enough votes to 
pass legislation which affects us all to 
a greater or lesser degree. 

What has our local government 
accomplished for us during the past 
year? What follows is a summary of 
information, gleaned from the county 
register, reflecting some of the 
accomplishments of the county board 


social Security benefits increase 


Social Security and Supplemental 
Security Income (SSD) bencficiaries 
will receive a3 percent increase in the 
check that they reccive on December. 
31, 1992, The raise is a result of 
annual ‘cost-of-living’ increases 
required by Social Sccurity law. 

For individual Social Security 
retirees, the average monthly benefit 
will increase from $634 to $653. Ina 
family where both spouses are 
beneficiaries, the monthly benefit will 
increase from $1,029 to $1,106. 
Average disability benefits go up from 
$608 to $627 per month. 

The maximum monthly SSI benefit 
for onc person will be increased from 
$422 to $434 and the rate for a couple 
gocs up from $622 to $652. But, 
because some states add moncy to the 
monthly Federal SST benefit, total 
payment amounts will vary from state 
to state, 

The annual increase in both social 
Securily and SSI benefits is based on 
the risc in the Consumer Price Index. 
Other changes that will become 
effective January 1, 1993, are based 
on “automatic adjustment” provisions 
in the law and are tied to the increases 
in average Wags, 

Although the Social Security and 
Medicare tax rate does not go up in 
1993, the “wage base,” the maximum

SPECIAL MEETINGS 

Special meetings of the board of 
commissioners were held throughout 
the year, beginning January 13, 1992, 
when coimmissioners heard from Dr. 
Lynn Harvey of Michigan State 
University on the financial status of 
the county. He indicated that the 
county was very close to financial 
crisis due to an extremely slow rise in 
state equalized values (SEVs). 

The majority of other special 
meetings were called to initiate and 
carry through on planning for an 
addition to the county jail. Special 
meetings called on this topic began 
on May 4, when tke bid of Northstar 


amount of carnings taxed for Social , 


Security, will increase to $57,600 from 
$55,500. The combined Social 
Security and Medicare tax rate remains 
at 7.65 percent for employees and 
employers and 15.3 percent for the 
self-employed, 

The Medicare “wage base” will 
increase to $135,000 from $130,200. 
People who make morc than the Social 
Security wage base of $57,600 will 
pay the Medicare portion of the Social 


Security tax on carnings up to the new” 


Medicare wage base. (The Medicare 
portion of the Social Security tax is 
1.45 percent foremployccs, 2.9 percent 
for self-employed.) 

Currently, the amount of wages 
needed to carn one Sociat Security 
“credit” is $570. In 1993, it will be 
$590. Since the maximum number of 
credits that may be carned cach year is 
4, anyone carning more than $2,360 in 
1993 will reccive 4 “credits” for the 
year. 

To be cligible for Social Security 
benefits, a worker needs ‘a specific 
number of credits. The number 
depends on the worker’s date of birth 
and type of benefit involved. Most 
people need 40 credits to be cligible 
for retirement benefits, but some 
younger people qualify for disability 
and survivors benefits with as few as 6 


Management Consulting was 
reviewed, and other special meetings 
were held throughout the planning 
process. 

Special meetings were also called 
for the purpose of reviewing the 
county’s computer needs and for 
considering the county’s need for 
emergency radios, including frequency 
and licensing regulations, as well as 
equipment. 

‘As would be expected, the county 
register shows the majority of county 
business to be routine, involving 
hirings, finances, grant applications to 
the state, and educational opportunities 
forourgovernmentofficials to become 


more effective at their jobs. Most of - 


this business was handled with very 
little debate at the regular, bi-weckly 


credits. 

The maximum amount of money 
that beneficiaries between the ages of 
65 and 69 can earn in 1993 without 
reducing the amount of their Social 
Security benefits is $10,560. In 1992, 
the limit was $10,200. For every $3 a 
person cams over the new limit, $1 is 
withheld from his or her bencfit. 


For individuals under age 65, the — 


corresponding limit will be $7,680 in 


Goodale, Dennis Long, Bob 
McLachlan, and Robert Smock will 
be retuming for another two years. 
A review of last year’s record, from 
November 6, 1991, through October 
21, 1992, showed good attendance 
records from commissioners. In 
addition, all seven board members did 


not charge the county theentireamount 


of expenses entitled to each 
commissioner, 

Starting with the chairman, Lee 
Riley, who lost his write-in bid for 
Beaver Creek Township supervisor 
November 4, here is a record for each 
commissioner during that period. 

Riley was elected chairman of the 
county board of commissioners at the 
January 2, 1992, organizational 
meeting. Riley had perfect attendance 
making all the 24 regular meetings of 
this period. Vouchers approved by 
commission at their meetings reveal 
he earned $3,500 in salary, including 
his chairman’s bonus, received per 
dicm allowance for meetings and 
conferences of $4,036, received 
$266.30 from the county forexpenses, 
and did noi charge the couniy $154.60 
for other meetings and expenses 
incurred as commissioner. Riley has 
often expressed pride in his record as 
commissioner, saying, ‘“‘we’ve dealt 
with a lot of tough issues.” 

Dennis Long was elected vice- 


meetings. The occasional letters from 
Citizens with specific concerns were 
often passed on to appropriate 
departments for action. 
LANDFILL SALE 

By far, the most conversation that 
took place atregular meetings revolved 
around the saleofthe Crawford-Otsego 
Landfill to City Environmental 
Services of Northem Michigan(CES). 
Commissioner Bob McLachlan 
announced at the December 18, 1991, 
meeting that the landfill was sold to 
CES effective 12 noon of that day, and 
initiated action toseek public approval 
of a waste flow contro! ordinance. 
The price received from the sale of the 
landfill was not revealed at that time, 
as the DNR was still negotiating the 
price of an additional 80 acres of land 
toCES. The January 2, 1992, meeting 
was well attended by citizens 
concemed over the safety of the landfill 
and possible conflict of interest by 
commissioner Bob McLachlan, who 
signed closing papers on behalf of the 
county, and would later complete sale 
of his company, Milltowa Refuse, to 
CES. CES appeared atthe nextregular 
meeting, January 29, 1992, to introduce 
themselves to concerned citizens and 
answer questions.

The county 
register shows that he attended 22 of 
the 24 regular meetings, collected 
$3,000 in salary, received $2,790 per 
diem allowance for meetings and 
conferences, received $928.08 from 
the county for expenses, and is 
recorded in the register as attending 
“many meetings” for the county at“no 
charge.” Callewaert has been the 
board representative to the North East 
Michigan Consortium and president 
of the Northern Michigan Association 
of Counties. Attendance at these 
functions on behalf of Crawford 
County added to his expenses. 

Loren Goodale won his bid for re- 
election in District 2 unopposed in 
November. The record reveals he 


At the next two meetings, February 
12 and February 26, lengthy 
discussions took place regarding 
reciprocal waste agreements sought 
by CES, allowing them tocompete for 
contracts to dispose of waste from 
other counties at the landfill. It was 
agreed to seek legal opinion from 
prosecuting attorney John Huss as to 
whether such agreements would 
require amendment of the county’s 
Solid Waste Management Plan 
(SWMP). At the regular meeting, 
March 11, CES representatives again 
appeared before the board to request 
reciprocal agreements with Alcona, 
Alpena, Arenac, Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Cheboygan, Emmet, Gladwin, Grand 
Traverse, Kalkaska, losco, Mackinaw, 
Montmorency, Ogemaw, Oscoda, 
Presque Isle, and Roscommon 
counties. Long’s motion to execute 
suchagreements, contingentonreview 
by the prosecutor, was approved. 

At the regular meeting May 6, 
McLachlan presented a review of the 
circumstances of the sale of the landfill, 
defending its sale and denying any 
conflict of interest, but admitting that 
the landfill authority should have had 
more input at certain times,

WHAT DOI REMEMBER most 
clearly about our visit to China? 
Without question, it is the individual 
people with whom we had contact. . . 
. such as the people at Bamboo 
Gardens, an apartment complex in 
Pudong, near Shanghai. 

Someone — the government, I 
assume — prepared a community 
welcome for Americantourists. About 
50 from our group were bused to 


Bamboo Gardens, without 
forewarning to us, and alighted to a 
regularcommunity celebration — with 
us as the guests of honor.

his wife, Tao Li Hua; and their 19- 
ycar-old daughter, Zhu Yi Ping, who 
is in second year at normal school 
(college) andspokesome English. We 
were fortunate to have a family 
member as translator.
